LONDON, MAY 23—Advices .from 


Berlin say that it 
is oflicially 
an- 


nounced there that the federal coun- 
cil has authorized the imperial chan- 
cellor to establish a new board which 
will handle the entire food problem 
and be directly responsible to him.

stuffs, raw materials and other arti- 
cles necessary to the 
supplying of 


food, all fodder and material neces- 
sary for the feeding of animals which 
are stocked within the German Em- 
pire.

include regulation oi exports and im- 
ports and maximum prices. 
In urg- 


ent cases, the president is empowered 
to send direct instructions to the au- 
thorities of the federal states. Adolph 
Tortilowitz von Batocki, province of 
East Prussia, has been appointed pres- 
ident of the new board. 


Von Batocki Great Organizer. 


The appointment of a "food dicta-1 


tor" in Germany was forecast by the 
Cologne Gazette on May 15 following 
the resignation of Clemens Delbrueck 
as minister of the interior. The res- 
ignation of Delbrueck, ostensibly on 
account of ill health, was declared, in 
unofficial advices from Berlin, to be 
due to his failure to deal satisfactorily 
with the food situation. Unequal dis- 
tribution, due to the conflicting laws 
and rival authority of th 
various 


states of the empire was regarded as 
the principal cause of the board prob- 


lem.
